MOTION - for Amendment to the Constitution of OCARC 


GENERAL TITLE: AWARDING HONORARY MEMBERSHIP IN OCARC 


1 HONORARY MEMBERSHIP in OCARC shall be considered appropriate by 
a two-thirds affirmative vote of the Board of Directors and then a simple 
majority vote of the membership present at a general business meeting of 
OCARC. 


2. NOMINATION for Honorary Membership shall be initated during the 
"Good of the Club" portion of the business meeting and/or Board of Direc- 
tors' meeting. 


3 Any OCARC member in good standing may nominate any person for 
honorary membership using the guidelines of said person's qualifications 
in regards to their service to the Club, the community, and to Amateur 
Radio. 


4. Honorary membership shall be for a term of at least one year to 
terminate on 3] Dec., but not to exceed twenty-three months, without renomi- 
nation, as outlined in the following paragraph. 


5. The names of all Honorary Members shall be reconsidered within 
three months prior to the expiration of their membership, and all Honorary 
Members' names receiving a two-thirds affirmative vote of the Board of 
Directors shall be submitted to the membership at the December Business 
Meeting for renewal of their Honorary Membership by a simple majority vote 
of the members present. 


6. Honorary Members shall be ineligible to vote and ineligible to 
hold office in OCARC.
